Pork makes up nearly half of 
the meat eaten in 
the 
United 
States. Although most of the pork 
reaches the consumer as 
cured 
ham, shoulder, bacon and other 
preserved 
products, 
modern re­ 
frigerating methods made possi­ 
ble an abundant supply 
of 
the 
fresh meat at all seasons. 
Success in prepai ing pork cuts 
depends on regulating the heat so 
as to cook the meat well done to 
the center of the piece and at the 
same time to keep the 
outside 
from 
becoming hard 
and 
dry. 
Moderate cooking temperature is 
best after the surface has been 
seared to develop rich flavor. It 
is neither necessary nor desirable 
to add water to pork during cook­ 
ing. Hams, shoulders, and loins 
have sufficient fat on the outside 
to baste the lean meat and so do 
not dry out when roasted fat side 
up at moderate 
temperature 
in 
open pans without added water. 
To prevent chops from becoming 
hard and dry it is necessary to 
cover them closely'after browning 
and finish the cooking 
at 
very 
moderate heat. Broiling and pan- 
broiling are not successful meth­ 
ods of cooking pork chops. 
Pork should always be served 
well done. 
Thorough cooking is 
necessary, because pork 
some­ 
times contains the trichina para­ 
site, which, if not destroyed, may 
cause illness.

“Citizens must drop selfishness 
if recovery is to be complete,” he 
said. “AAA., naturally is a

versial things, but it is a national 
program and not designed merely 
to aid a faction or locality. It im­ 
poses responsibility for 
fairness 
and soundness of thought. 
Any 
change in national economic prin­ 
ciples is bound to meet with re­ 
sistance. The AAA has met with 
opposition more from the Associ­ 
ated industries than from within 
industry itself. 
Eastern textiles

IJncle Alec (A lexander Johnson& j 
John Stew ard Mills, The Eng- 
ish Philosopher, in one of his es- 
;ays, tells us that the first essen- 
ial to clear thinking is the precise 
ise of the term s we use to express 
nir thoughts. He says that 
we 
nust use every term 
with 
one 
jrecise meaning. How difficult it 
s to do this may be seen, since, 
le, himself, in the same essay us- 
a term twice and each 
time 
vith a different meaning. 
Professor Seely goes so far as j 
;o say that the bitterest q uarrels' 
and disagreem ents are not those 
oetween people of different opin­ 
ions but between people w hojaave 
the very same^ opinions b u t’ who 
express them in different words. 
W hen we begin the study of a 
science we have to learn many 
technical terms. Some 
of 
these 
are new 
words 
coined 
for 
the 
science, but many of 
them 
are 
words of common use to whien 
the scientists give a special m ean­ 
ing. In chem istry we 
find such 
.words as soap, salt, fat. and oth­ 
ers used with quite a different 
m eaning from that we give them 
in the kitchen. 
Not only each science, but eacn 
profession, trade, and occupation 
uses technical term s in this way. 
Some of them 
are 
now 
term s 
m ade for the purpose, but 
many 
of them are words that are in 
common use, but which are giv- 
e , special meaning by those who 
use them. 
Social work is like all 
other 
professions in this respect and if 
we w ant to understand w hat so­ 
cial workers are talking about we 
must understand the term s they 
use. 
Take the 
term “social 
work" 
| itself, as an example. 
Now 
all 
w ork that is necessary for society 
and that is done in cooperation 
with others might be called social 
work. The people who own fac­ 
tories where our clothes are made 
and those who sell them to us are 
doing work that 
society 
needs. 
Managing a restaurant or a bank, 
or a departm ent store is all work 
that m ust be done in a civilized 
community and all might be call­ 
ed social enterprises. 
But we have come to restrict 
the term to work that is done in 
an organized way for the benefit 
of people in some kind of trouble 
or affliction, not for the sake of 
profit making. Some of 
this is 
done by the State or the County 
or the City and supported by tax­ 
ation, and some by private 
so­ 
cieties and paid for by voluntary 
subscription. Now many 
people 
participate in this social work to 
some extent whose chief occupa­ 
tion is in other fields. The term s 
“soial w orker” means one whose 
occupation is doing social work 
and who is paid for the work he 
does. 
Since organized social work be­ 
gan 75 or 100 years ago it 
has 
slowly acquired the dignity of a 
profession. At the same 
time 
a 
wide vocabulary of 
term s 
has 
grown. Some of these 
are 
new 
term s but many or most of them 
are such as we use in 
ordinary 
discussion, but to which we have 
given a special 
meaning. 
Some 
have been borrowed from other 
professions. Take the word 
“re­ 
lief” for instance. This has a wide 


variety of meaning but as used in 
social work it means help given 
needy people in 
some 
tangible 
form, such as money, 
food, 
or I 
clothing. 
The word “service” means any 
kind of help other than m aterial | 
relief. The word “client” wc bor- i 
row from the lawyer. It means a, 
person who applies for 
help or: 
one whom we are helping in any 
way by relief or by service. The 
term “investigation” means get­ 
ting well acquainted 
with 
the 
client and his circumstances. We 
do not investigate a client to find 
him out. We 
“investigate” 
his 
ase to find out how best to ht lp 
him. 
The “case” does not m ean 
the 
client, it means the circumstances. 
“Case w ork” means all we do for 
and about our client’s case, inves­ 
tigation, relief, service, and 
ail 
else. The word also signifies the 
fact that each case is, in some re­ 
spect, different from any 
other 
and must be considered on its m e­ 
rits alone; that no general 
rule 
applies to all cases but that each 
must be studied by itself. This is j 
one instance in 
which 
m o d ern j 
social work differs so much from 
the old-fashioned charity which 
often did so much 
harm 
along 
with a little good. 
New term s come into 
use 
as | 
conditions change. We have re-; 
cently heard much of “W ork-re- 
lief” for 
the 
unemployed. 
T h e 1 
term s “in-door relief” and “o u t-; 
door relief” have long been used, i 
The form er means relief given in 
an institution such as the 
Alm s­ 
house or a hospital. The 
latter, 
that given to people who are liv­ 
ing in 
their 
own 
homes. 
The 
“door” in the term s means that of 
a public institution. Both 
these 
term s refer to public not private 
relief. 
Another term used 
by 
many 
Family 
Welfare 
Societies 
is 
“Friendly Visitor”. This means 
a 
voluntary w orker who goes not 
to make an investigation nor 
to 
adm inister relief, but to aid by 
what 
Frederick 
Ozanam, 
the 
founder of the St. 
Vincent 
De 
Paul Society, called “The alms of 
counsel and good advice.” For our 
work with a family in distress is 
not ended when 
m aterial 
relief 
has been given, but only 
when 
they have been encouraged 
and 
helped back to self-support and 
independence. 
The plan has been very 
suc­ 
cessful in several cities where the 
friendly and helpful relations be­ 
tween the visitors and their poor 
friends have been continued for 
years, often long after need of re­ 
lief 
has 
ceased.

Treat 
Paine who was long the president 
of the Boston Associated Charities
